Connelly: Rossi Issue Statements

Gino Rossi, Democratic can¬ 
didate for State Representative 
from Aeawam and West 
Springfield (precinct 8), recently 
told an audience at the St. 
John’s Men’s Club that passage 
of the Farmland Assessment 
Referendum would be the first 
step in attempts to ease the 
property taxes on farmers. 

“I am in favor of the 
referendum measure to relieve 
the tax burden on farmers,” 
Rossi said, “and I recommend 
that on November 7 voters mark 
the “yes” space opposite 
Question One on their ballots. 

Rossi said that he has talked 
with Agawam farmers and ob¬ 
tained their reaction to the 
referendum question. 

“Their opinion is that this 
measure should be passed, “the 
Ninth District State represen¬ 
tative candidate said, “and it 
should be followed by the 
establishment of a formula which 
assesses agricultural land used 


for farming and even goes 
beyond this to assess, according 
to an appropriate formula, large 
amounts of land not used for 
agriculture.” 

Rossi said that he would be in 
favor of studies similar to those 
which brought tax relief to far¬ 
mers in Connecticut and 
California. 

“In Connecticut,” Rossi said, 
“open land is classified ac¬ 
cording to what it produces and 
the fair market value is set by the 
product and the quantity grown 
as long as the land is used for 
farming. 

“In California,” he continued, 
“when land is bought by 
developers, they must pay the 
difference for five years between 
the land assessments as farm 
land and the assessment at the 
regular tax rate.” 

The Democratic candidate said 
that he would work to promote 
other measures which would give 
an immediate tax break to far¬ 
mers and provide this group of 
citizens with an incentive to keep 
their land for agriculture. 

Passage of this referendum 
question would allow owners of 
five acres or more of land which 
has been used for farming for at 
least two years to apply for 
lowered taxes. 

Representative Edward W. 
Connelly, R-Agawam, stated 
today that his campaign for re- 
election as Representative for the 
Ninth Hampden District is based 
on the fact that he is the qualified 
candidate in the race. Connelly’s 
record as a recognized voice in 
the Legislature during his first 
term stemmed from his ex¬ 
perience as a member and

chairman of his town’s Finance

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EDITORIAL 

We Are Opposed To Sisitsky 


In a recent meeting at the Captain Leonard House 
in Agawam, Representative Alan Sisitsky stated in a 
talk before a number of his supporters that he had ap¬ 
proached the editor of this newspaper seeking his 
support in the Senate contest but was refused. Repre¬ 
sentative Sisitsky then implied that the services of this 
newspaper had been bought by his opponent. 

We reject these statements made before our fellow 
townspeople, many of whom we consider to be our 
friends. 

The accusations are false. 

This editor has served as a commander in our local 
American Legion Post and for nine years served as the 
Veterans’ Agent in this district, so, in all good con¬ 
science, would never have considered supporting, 
under any circumstances, Representative Sisitsky, a 
man who voted in the legislature to do away with the 
state’s present veterans’ preference laws (House Bill 
No. 5416), and in addition, voted against House Bill 
No. 5198 which would have prohibited the public 
display of the flag of North Vietnam within the 
Commonwealth. 

The above actions we believe to be sufficient reasons 
for denying support, but there is more. 

Representative Sisitsky voted against curbing stu¬ 
dent unrest at public institutions of higher learning 
(House Bill No. 4769). 

Voted against curbing welfare costs by voting no on 
placing a temporary ceiling on the welfare budget 
(House Bill No. 1219). 

Voted to prevent the printing and dissemination of a 
pamphlet on drug education (suspension join rule 12).. 

Voted against prohibiting the inciting of a riot and 
providing a penalty therefore (House Bill No. 583 
amended). 

Representative Sisitsky has created headlines regar¬ 
ding insurance rebates which in this area will amount 
to an average of $12.00 per car owner. Yet he filed a 
bill that would increase the state income tax to every 
individual and corporation by 10%. 

He voted to increase the town’s share of the cost of 
county government and at the same time reduce the 
costs to the big cities (House Bill No. 5592). 

Representative Sisitsky has gained favorable pub¬ 
licity in a certain newspaper in this area, apparently 
they are willing to overlook his voting record or they 
approve of it. We prefer to agree with the Post 
Gazette, a Boston newspaper established in 1895, 
which commented, 

“Representative Alan Sisitsky of Springfield cannot 
be faulted for trying, but his influence in the House can 
be measured with a couple of fingers. He is one of the 
‘far out group’ that makes noise but has nearly a 
complete blank in accomplishments.” (May 5, 1972). 

We are opposed to Representative Sisitsky, to his 
permissiveness and his ultraliberal position. We prefer 
Senator Hammond and his moderate approach to the 
affairs of the people. 

This is our position for whatever it may be worth 
and we will not be intimidated by threats of lawsuits or 
so-called expose / regarding our support of Senator 
Hammond.

WESTFIELD SAVINGS BANK 

SHOWS INCREASED ASSETS 


WESTFIELD — Assets of the 
Westfield Savings Bank showed a 
gain of $11,509,604 during the 12 
months ended September 30, 
Arthur W. Knapp, president, told 
the quarterly meeting of the 
bank’s board of trustees Friday 
night at the Sheraton Inn. 

This brings total assets of the 
bank to a record $84,020,893, Mr. 
Knapp said, “indicating the 
excellent growth we are ex¬ 
periencing and the utilization of 
more and more of our financial 
services by the people of the 
communities we serve.” West- 
field Savings asset growth during 
the quarter ended September 
30th was $2,012,746. 

During the meeting the 
trustees voted a dividend totaling 
$980,000, the highest for any 
three-month period, at the rates 
of 5-1/4 percent on regular 
savings accounts, 5-1/2 percent 
on special notice or 90-day special 
notice accounts, 5-3/4 percent on 
one-year term deposit cer¬ 
tificates, and 6 percent on two- 
year term deposit certificates. 
Savings accounts earn daily 
interest, and interest is com¬ 
pounded quarterly. 

Mr. Knapp said the total 
dividend paid for the year is more 
than $3,725,000, also a record 
figure for any 12-month period in 
the bank’s history. 

Savings deposits on September 
30 were also at a record high 
figure of $73,134,556. The gain for 
the quarter was $1,829,917, and 
for the 12-month period ending 
September, $8,889,174. 

Mortgage loans were also at a 
record high of $60,668,582, with 


the gain for the quarter at 
$1,669,619, and for the year 
$7,456,547. 

Mr. Knapp told the trustees he 
anticipates that savings activity 
will remain at a high level, and 
that the demand for mortgage 
loans remains “high and con¬ 
stant.”

The election ballot for Nov. 7, 
1972 will consist of the names of 
candidates for various offices 
and will also contain nine 
referendum questions. 

Seven of the nine questions will 
be proposed changes in the State 
Constitution and two will provide 
for public opinion. 

I am listing below a general 
description of the referendum 
items and a summary of each 
one. 

1. A proposal permitting the 
assessment of agricultural or 
horticultural land at a value 
based upon its agricultural or 
horticultural uses. 

"The proposed amendment 
would authorize the Legislature 
to enact a law that agricultural 
and horticultural lands shall be 
valued, for taxation purposes, 
according to their agricultural or 
horticultural uses. No parcel of 
land less than five acres which 
has not been actively devoted to 
such uses for two years preceding 
the tax year could be valued at 
less than fair market value." 

2. A proposal reducing the 
voting age to 18. 

"The proposed amendment 
would bring the State Con¬ 
stitution into conformity with the 
26th Amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States by 
setting the minimum age for 
voting at eighteen." 

3. A proposal for voting by 
paupers. 

"The proposed amendment 
would remove the prohibition 
against paupers from voting." 

4. A proposal permitting the 
General Court to authorize the 
Commonwealth to make loans to 
students attending a college, 
university or other institution of 
higher learning. 

"The proposed amendment 
would authorize the Legislature 
to enact a law to permit the 
Commonwealth to make loans for 
tuition and board at any college, 
university or institution of higher 
learning to students who are 
residents of the Commonwealth." 

5. A proposal establishing the 
right of the people to clean air 
and water, freedom from ex¬ 
cessive and unnecessary noise, 
and the natural, scenic, historic, 
and esthetic qualities of their 
environment. 

"The proposed amendment 
would annul Article 49 of the 
Articles of Amendment to the 
Constitution and substitute a new 
amendment which declares that 
the people have the right to clean 
air and water, freedom from 
excessive and unnecessary noise, 
and the natural, scenic, historic 
and esthetic qualities of their 
environment. It further declares 
that the protection of the right to 
the conservation, development 
and utilization of the 
agricultural, mineral, forest, 
water, air and other natural 
resources is a public purpose. 

"The Legislature is authorized 
to adopt necessary legislation 
and to provide for eminent 
domain takings where required 
for the purposes of the amend¬ 
ment. Any property so taken may 
only be used for other purposes or 
disposed of upon a two-thirds vote 
of the Legislature." 

6. A proposal authorizing the 


General Court to impose and levy 
a graduated income tax and to 
base such tax upon the federal 
income tax. 

"The proposed amendment 
would authorize, but not require, 
the Legislature to modify the 
Massachusetts income tax laws 
by the use of graduated rates 
instead of the present flat or 
uniform rates. The Legislature 
could do this in any one of three 
ways: 

"Apply a uniform rate or 
percentage to an individual's 
federal income tax liability; or 

"Apply graduated rates to an 
individual's federal taxable in¬ 
come; or 

"Apply graduated rates to 
income determined to be taxable 
under Massachusetts law. 

"The Legislature would also be 
authorized to provide for 
reasonable exemptions, 
deductions and abatements and 
make the definition of any term 
used in the state tax law 
automatically the same as it is 
under federal law." 

7. A proposal requiring the 
retirement of judges at age 70. 

"The proposed amendment 
would require that all judges 
must retire upon reaching 
seventy years of age." 

8. A public policy question on 
the law enacted this year to lower 
the drinking age from 21 to 18, 
effective March 1, 1973, as 
follows: 

"Do you approve of an act 
passed by the General Court in 
1972: 'An act lowering to 18 years 
the age requirement of a person 
licensed to sell or allowed to 
purchase alcoholic beverages?' " 

The secretary of state will 
transmit to the General Court a 
written statement of the results 
of the votes on the question by 
filing the statement with House 
Clerk Wallace C. Mills of 
Abington. If the majority vote on 
the question opposed passage of 
the 18-year-old drinking law, it 
could be used as grounds for an 
attempt to repeal the statute 
before the March 1, 1973, ef¬ 
fective date. 

9. ‘‘Shall the voluntary 
recitation of prayer be authorized 
in the public schools of the 
Commonwealth?” 

The bill provides: "If a 
majority of said votes is in the 
affirmative, it shall be deemed 
and taken to be the will of the 
people that the voluntary recital 
or prayer should be allowed in the 
public schools of the Com¬ 
monwealth." 

If the majority vote were in the 
affirmative, Secretary of State 
Davoren would be required to file 
such a report with the clerk of the 
House of Representatives, and 
send copies of the report to the 
President of the United States, 
the presiding officer of each 
branch of the Congress, and to 
each member of the 
Massachusetts congressional 
delegation. 

It is important that these 
questions be studied and 
decisions made by the voters 
prior to entering the polls in order 
to avoid massive tie-ups in the 
voting areas. For your con¬ 
venience, you may use the clip 
out that appears on this page.

"This Budget is a lie"

Edward W. Connelly is not the kind of politician who gets into the headlines very often. 

The 52-year-old freshman Republican state representative from Agawam is a quiet conservative who, as 
a veteran of nearly a decade of local politics, knows well that the way to get things done is to work behind 
the scenes. 

But, like most of his colleagues, the representative from Agawam is very representative. For someone 
from a medium-size working class community in the western part of the state, that means he is angry 
verging on the bitter. He is cynical about the willingness of his fellow politicians to take seriously the job of 
governing the state. All this is especially frustrating for him coming at a period of time when the com¬ 
plaints from his constituents about the high cost of government have coincided with a discouraging 
economic picture at home. He sees state spending rise with no apparent effect and feels most acutely the 
“don’t just stand there, do something” syndrome. “Doing something” is a very difficult proposition for a 

myriad of related reasons. „ t , , 

And it was just that realization that drove mild-mannered representative Ed Connelly to make a speech 
on the floor of the House last week attacking everyone in sight, slamming his copy of the budget down on his 
desk calling it a lie and a fraud. 

The budget is where the action is. The power in government comes most directly through control over the 
purse. But the budgetary process in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is designed to be one of the great 
mysteries of the western world requiring divine insight and unlimited time to begin to unravel. 

The point here is that Ed Connelly is right, the budget and the budget process is clothed in secrecy, ob¬ 
scured in paperwork, and divorced from policy. Liberals have pretended that passing legislation solved 
problems and that those who are interested in controlling state spending are evil or at least misguided 
penny-pinchers who are not reflecting the will of the people.
